SEVENTEENTH ANNIVERSARY 
Tn our last we gave a condensed summary 0) 
the proceeding of this ~ociety In openin the 
meeting the President Lird Tei nawaut., com. 
menced his address ast llows :-—~ 

“ Genilemen—*“ During the sixteen 
years in which [have had the honour jo 
address you from the Chair of this Meet. 
ing, | have had the invariable satisfac. 
tion of being able to congratulate you 
on the continued prosperity of our in- 
Stitution. Our first Anniversary, as 
many present may remember, was 4 
“day of small things ;” but I refer toi 
wit the greatest ple asure, as we now el: 
joy the realization of the hopes which we 
then indulged, and which have never 
ceased to animate us during the whole 
course of our proceedings. Our vessel, 
freighted with a cargo more precious 
than ever was collecte d from the mines 
of the East or the West, and impelled 
by gales from Heaven, has hitherto made 
a most prosperous voyage, and has neat- 
ly circumnavigated the stole , dispe nsing 
blessings at every port which it has eu 
tered; while the occasional storms which 
threatened to overwhelm it, have onl 
contributed to accelerate its progress, 
and prove the solidity of its texture. 

Rev William Jowett related many interes! 
ing particulars respecting 4 the introduction 0! 
the Bible on the ceasis of the Mediterrance: 
particularly in Abyssinia. 

“TI feel in some degree happy, tha 
it should fall to my lot to address this 
Meeting, alter the eloquent appeal 
which you have just heard: because, 
as an invalid, this circumstance fur 
pishes me both an apology, and a mo: 
tive for passing over my ground @ 
quickly as possible; but having bee 
announced as one of the Secretaries ‘ 
the Malta Bible Society, I should fail |" 
my duty, were I not to express our dee) 
debt of gratitude to this Society. 
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Perhaps few persons have more rea- 
son than myself to feel the greatness of 
this debt; for having assisted at the first 
institution of our Society, when we form- 
ed a resolution that the version of Arch- 
bishop Martini should be the only Ital- 
jan Version circulated by us, I knew at 
that time of only one copy of that work 
without notes in the island, and that sin- 
gle copy was in my possession. In a 
small company of Christians who assem 
bled at my house for the purpose of 
reading the Scriptures, that copy was 
used; we read it in turn, and I have seen 
at my table the Syriac, the Arabic, the 
Hebrew, the Greek, the German, the 
English, the French, and the manuscript 
Maltese Scriptures, in the hands of the 
different persons assembled ; while this 
single copy of Martini went round, froin 
hand to hand, and each read five verses 
in his turn. 

While we are bound to thank the Bi- 
ble Society, for giving us the Italian 
Scriptures, I may also state that not only 
was the scarcity of the Scriptures great, 
but the necessity for them also was evi- 
dent from the desire to obtain them: 
and in order ta shot’ how unacquainted 
with them many persons in the Mediter- 
ranean are, I might mention that, one 
evening, one of cur company who had 
not arrived when we began reading, hav- 
ing entered the room, and tt being an- 
nounced to him that we were reading in 
the Gospel of St. Luke, he knew so litile 
where to find the place, that he was look- 
ing for it in Revelation. 

“ The churches of Greece, f hope, are 
reviving : and while hearing the Report, 
I was happy to observe one thing, that 
though mention was made of Catholic 
and Protestant opponents, not one word 
was said of Greek opponents. Yet «here 
is great reason for hastening to give the 
Scriptures to Greece; since not only in 
England, in France. aud in Italy, may 
infidelity be found, but I have seen even 
on the classic soil of Greece the works of 
Voltaire. 

“ But I must proceed to offer a few 
observations respecting Abyssinia, aud 
that remarkable version of the Scriptures 
i the Ambaric Dialect, to which the 
Report alludes. Were all the circenm- 
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stances of this version detailed, they 
would prove that, although we may 
readily admit that miracles have ceased, 
yet there is often such a providential 
coincidence of unforeseen circuinstances, 
as evidently declares the work to be of 
God. Such circumstances have often oc- 
curred in the history of the Bible Socie- 
ty, and the present instance seems to call 
us to take our stand in Abyssinia. This 
version was undertaken, as far as appears 
on the face of pointed documents, from 
motives chiefly literary ; and thus we see 
how it pleases God to bring iu the aid of 
literature, to promote his own glory. It 
was about the year 1800, a period when 
this Society had not long existed, and 
when it had yet to struggle through do- 
mestic controversies, the report of which 
never reached, and, | trust, never will 

reach the feudal Chieftains and hardy 
Mountaineers of Abyssinia, that this 
work was commenced in Cairo, by a 

learned native. At the moment when I 

first entered on negociation with the pro- 

prietor of the work, he had just received 
an interdict from Rome, which virtuall 
restrained the printing of it. Had it taken 
its course to the Vatican, it might have 
slumbered there for centuries, instead of 
reaching as it now has done, our literary 
friends in the Universities, by whom it 
will be prepared for the service of this 
Society. 

How honourable is this event for ow 
country! ‘'wenty years have elapsed 
since the British name was made known 
at the mouth of the Nile, by the thunder 
of ourcannon. I have twice passed over 
that scene by day and by night ; all was 
still and calm ; excepting the name of 
“ Nelson’s Island,” there remains no 
memorial of the havoe and destruction, 
the groans and misery which that scene 
once witnessed. ‘There was silence stil] 
as death ! Far different is the character, 
in which you ‘ill now make our country 
to appear. Your's it is to visit the coy 
sources of the Nile with the Abyssinian 
Scriptures, to bring peace to the afflicted 
natives, and teach them a song of praise 
which they will prolouw for ever in the 
realms of bliss above. Nor can I believe 
that the blessing of this work will be con- 
fined to Abyssinia. Sure I am, that 
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Christianity once re-animated in that 
eountry, whether she look to the right, to 
that land now falsly called “ Araby the 
blest,” or to the lefi, over dense and 
barbarous regions of Africa, which no 
man ever yet called blest—she will cer- 
tainly impart her benign characte:, and 
scatter blessings on every side. 

I feel reluctant tosay any thing which 
might seem personal ; yet perhaps | might 
claim the congratulation of this assembly, 
when } state that this is to me the anui- 
versary of the day, wher for the last time 
T trod the shores of Alexandria, ready to 
embark on the morrow with this invalua- 
ble treasure. Never did I feel so over- 
whelmed in the prospect of a voyage : 
Abyssinia seemed to me to say, Oma 
mea tecum portas. Now these anxie- 
ties are exchanged for gratitude and joy. 

Your congratulations, however, are 
perhaps more justly due to one whom 
your Lordship brought to our recollec 
tion early in this meeting, (Wilberforce, ) 
and whose absence and indisposition we 
allso much regret; when | allude to 
him, and to his interest in Africa, F feel 
myself as nothing. In these days of 
enterprize, he is notthe weary and worn 
traveller, who can relate a few hair- 
breadth escapes from death; it is he 
rather who has been sitting all the while 
at home, conflicting for twenty years with 
the storms of parliamentary debate, till 
he dropped anchor sate in the successful 
measure of the abolition of the Slave 
Trade. And yet little rest did he en- 
joy, but has ever since, for these fifteen 
years, been on a ceaseless eruise, chasing 
the Demons that yet scowl misery on the 
shores of Africa, and defiance to British 
benevolence. But, my Lord, that dis- 
tinguished individual whom we so high- 
ly honour, and not more honour than 
love, reflects on this great acquisition 
for Abyssinia, and combines wiih it the 
success which has attended the Missions 
on the westera coast ; when he remem- 
bers, that as the lightning cometh trom 
the east, and shineth unto the west, so 
shall the coming of the Son of man be ; 
he may yet induige hope of that afllicted 
coninent ; and should his present sick- 
ness be even unto death, he may lay his 
head with composure on his dyiug pillow, 
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and feel that for Africa, as well as for 
himself, there is a more blessed region 
in prospect, “ where the wicked cease 
from troubling, and where the weary are 
at rest.” 

In reference to the same quarter of the world 
Lord Calthrope expressed his gratification, as 
his Lordship bad done at the Meeting of the 


Charch Mi-sionary Society, at the state of ma- 
ny of the liberated negroes in Sierra Leone— 


I cannot forbear referring te another 
scene of this Society’s exeriions, which 
seems to me to aflord the most satisfac- 
tory evidence of the success which has 
attended its foreign operations.  ‘bhe 
beneficial effects which have resulied 
from the dispersion of the Scriptures in 
Africa, have been already proved by the 
pleasing information that the funds of this 
institution have been aided by contribu- 
tions received even trom that interesting 
portion of the globe; and J have just 
had put into my hands a paper, centain- 
ing evidence of the same fact. It may, 
however, be right, before L read any part 
of it, to guard: gentlemen from expecting 
any report to come to us from that Con- 
tinent clothed in the ornaments or excel- 
lency of human language ; but Lam per- 
suaded, that such accents of faith and 
hope will not the less recommend them- 
selves to our hearts, when they strike 
ypon them with something of the un- 
speakable charm of guileless infancy. 
‘The extract which [ am about to read is 
from a Report of a speech made at the 
meeting of the Bible Society in Sierra 
Leone :— 

‘ Gentlemen—Excuse me, for I can't 
talk plain. Lthank the Lord that he 
has performed this great work—that he 
has sent the Bible. 1 was sold twice in 
my country ; and it has pleased the Lord 
lo bring me to this colony. When! 
was brought here first, 1 was ignorant— 
I was blind—I knew nothing of Jesus 
Christ. Lsaw some people go to pray 
to God, but I did not kaow what they 
were about. It has pleased the Lord to 
send his servant with the Bible ; and 
when he preach and proclaim the Word, 
then the Word struck me—then my eye> 
opened, and | saw what I am. By tis 
1 see the Lord pitied poor mea. About 
four years ago was in the way of sil, 
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but it has pleased the Lord to lift me up 
sith his mighty hand. ‘The Lord says, 
Search the Scriptures : there you shall 
find eternal life. I do séarch them, and 
[ know the word of God is the truth.— 
God is no respecter of persons.” 

I have, perhaps, been the more dis- 
posed to introduce this extract, because, 
{ confess, to my own mind nothing can 
more strikingly manifest the sovereignty 
of Divine Grace and the real greatness 
of Christianity, than when its influence 
is thus shewn on those who were lately 
the most despised of the human race. 
There is something in the attestation 
thus borne to the simple, original, and 
inextinguishable character of Christiani- 
ty, which is in the highest degree con- 
soling and elevating to the mind: and I 
am sure that the satisfactory evidence 
wiich we have thus afforded to us of the 
growing faith and hope and consistenay 
of this poor African, will not lose any of 
iis proper and delightful influence on our 
own minds, because we find, that, by it 
and the Resolution which I hold in my 
hand, the very extremes of Human Soci- 
ety, are, as it were, brought into close 
proximity in the support of this great 
cause; and J am convinced, 1 could 
scarcely have adduced a proof of the ben- 
efit of this Institution more remarkable, 
than when it is found awakening such 
feelings inthe minds.of those who have 
but lately acquired the privilege even of 
human beings; and that Lcould not have 
brought ferward an instance more grati- 
fying to the illustrious individual now 
present, who has always distinguished 
iumselt by his exertions in behalf of the 
unhappy negro race. 


MISSION AMONG THE CHOCTAWS. 
Extract from the Journal kept ar Etiat. 


Oct. 1, 1820. Sabbath. Many of the 
family were detained from the sanctuary 
by ill health. But the Lord is good, and 
mingles mercies in the bitter cup of al- 
fliction. 

2. It being desirable that Mr. Kings- 
bury should attend the negociation to be 
held in the early part of this month, for 
making a treaty between the chiefs of 
this nation and the commissioners on the 
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part of the United States, he left Elliot 
this morning tor that pur) ose. 

14. Last night was felt a very consid. 
erable shock of an earthquake. 

27. By letters and papers were favor 
ed with much interesting intelligence. 
Were particularly made glad by a let- 
ter from the Rev. Dr. Worcester, an- 
nouncing that several families are on 
their way to this mission, to share with 
us in the cares and labours. Bless the 
Lord, O our souls, and forget not all his 
benefits. 


Lreaty between the U. States, and the 
Choctawa. 


28. Brother Kingsbury returned. His 
attendance at the negociation, appeared 
to have been providentially ordered. 
Several reports had obtained a circula- 
tion, unfavorable to the mission and 
school. ‘The commissioners, being de- 
sirous of having provision made by trea- 
ty for the support of schools, were anx- 
ious to ascertain facts. After a full and 
free conversation, they appeared to be 
well satisfied with the conduct of the mis- 
sionaries, and the state of the school. 

The education of the rising genera- 
tion, and the general improvement of 
the Choctaws, were made prominent 
objects of the treaty. Fifty-four sec- 
tions of the ceded land are to be sold 
for the b:nefit of schools. The com- 
missioners were pleased to accept, and 
forward to the Presient, a plan, pro- 
pesed by Mr. Kingsbury, for the estab- 
lishment of schools throughout the na 
tion 

Nov. 7. Ina meeting for business, it 
was resolved, that a nephew of king 
Puck-sha nub bee, who is now at school. 
take the name of Isaac Fisk, in memory 
of our late dearly beloved and much la- 
mented brother. It was also res lved. 
that two of the larger boys work in the 
blacksmith’s shop siernately, for the 
purpose of earning «ve ade. 

9. About 4 o’clock, P. M. another 
shock of an earthquake was felt, simuar 
totiiat on the 14th October, 

12. Lord’s Day. Considerable num- 
bers, beside the family, attended public 
worship. O when will the Lord pour 
out his Holy Spirit, and cause his 
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preached gospel to become the power 
and wisdom of God to the salvation of 
these perishing people. 


Removal of Mr. Kingsbury to Mayhew. 


14. Mr. and Mrs. Kingsbury left El- 
liot this morning for the new establish- 
ment on the Ook-tib-be-ha, which they 
expect will hereafter be their place of 
residence. As yet, no female belong- 
ing to the mission has resided there. 
As Mr. Ki ingsbury’s s time is at present 
divided between the two stations, it was 
judged expedient, that he should be 
stationed there. Sister Minerva Wash- 
burn accompanied Mrs. K. as far as 
Capt. Folsom’s; and brother Howes 
also went with them for the benefit of his 
health. 

i9 An unusually large number were 
present at the public worship, and gave 
good attention. : 

25. In the afternoon, a child of one 
of the neighbours was buried,. Several 
of the brethren attended the funeral, 
taking with them the children of -the 
school ; considering it a favourable op- 
portunity to impress on their susceptible 
minds the solemn subjects of death and 
eternity. A discourse was delivered, 
suggested by the occasion, and adapted 
to their capacities. 

Dec. 6. Messrs. Kingsbury and Howes 
returned. The health of the latier has 
been much benefitted by the journey. 
‘They spent the last Sabbath at Captain 
David Folsom’s and had public wor- 
ship. Several of the neighbours attend- 
ed. One Choctaw came ten miles to 
see Mr. Kingsbury, in order to have his 
nephew admitied ino the school. He 
appeared sensibie of his own ignorance ; 
which made him more desirous that his 
nephew should receive an education. 


Necessity of dismissing refractory boys. 


7- As seme of the larger scholars 
have been frequently guilty of violating 
the regulations of the family and school 
and of other improper conduct, and as 
their example, U continued would have 
a bad influence on the smaller children, 
it was deemed expedient to check the 
evil; and, for this purpose that two of 
the larger boys, whose behaviour has 


- benevolent 
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been particularly blameworthy, should 
be dismissed from the school. ‘lwo chil- 
dren, who had been brought from some 
distance, were received the same day. 

3. The persons, who brought the 
last mentioned children, being about to 
return, and having a spare horse, one 
of the boys dismissed yesterday, was 
sent with them. Our hearts were griev- 
ed to send him away from the school, 
and the preaching of the blessed gospei ; 
but a painful sense of duty dictated the 
measure, and its execution. 

The other boy dismissed, having 
made suitable acknowledgments for his 
misconduct, was received again fora short 
time on probation. 


Education of children with assigned 
names. 


12. Meeting for business. As several 
societies and individuals 
have made provision for the support 
and education of children at this school 
with assigned names; and as there are 
now thiee boys here without English 
names, who are proper subjects of their 
beneficence :—Resolved, that we give 
to these boys three of the designated 
names, agreeably to the wishes of their 
benefactors. Accordingly, to a_ full 
blooded Choctaw lad, about 12 
age, was given the name of Kelso Mc 
Boyd to anoiher Choctaw lad, of about 
the same age, was given the 
Andrew Flinn, in memory of the late 
lamented Dr. Flinn, of ¢ ‘harleston, S.C 
tothe third, a boy of mixed blood, anc 
about 10 years of age, rai given the 
name of Nathaniel Kussell, after the late 
venerable Mr. Russell of the same city. 
17. Sabbath. Good is the Lord in 
granting us the blessed privileges of bis 
house, in this wilderness. Brother 4k. 
preached from 1 Jolin, ii. 6, and directed 
our minds to the Saviour, as a pattern 
for our imitation. O that we might 
follow him more closely. In the afier- 
noon, a sermon was preached in a neigh- 


bour’s house, to a small congregation of 


blacks.

In the evening our dear brethren Fin- 
yey and Washburn arrived. “Phey bad 
been anxiously expected some weeks 
aud their arrival occasioned much 
joy. They were detained some weeks 
by sickness at the Arkansaw; and, 
after leaving the Walnut Hills, were hin- 
dered some days by high water. The 
Lord has smiled upon their efforts to 
promote the Recieemer’s kingdom among 
the heathen. 

31. Sabbath. Some of the neighbours 
and several strangers attended the wor- 
ship of the sanctuary. May the Lord 
give the disposition to hear, and make 
the word effectual to their salvation. 
in the afternoon a sermon was preach- 
ed, ata neighbour’s house, to a small but 
attentive congregation. Jn the evening, 
had a prayer meeting for the family. 
It was a precious season. The close 
of another year of our fleeting lives led us 
to a review of that which is past, and 
of the way in which the Lord hath led us. 
In this review while we find great 
cause for humiliation and self-abase- 
ment, on account of unprofitableness in 
the Lord’s service, we are constrained 
to bless his holy name, for his merey 
aod goodness. He has indeed afflicted 
us in taking from us a useful and belo- 
ved member of our family We have 
been called to mourn the loss of our 
dear brother Fisk; but our loss is bis 
eain. His holy love, ardent zeal, and 
active benevolence, had greatly endear- 
ed him to us. He rests from his labours ; 
and, we trust, has entered into the joy of 


his Lord. 


LETTERS FROM MR EINGSBURY. 


The operations of the missions at E)- 
‘iot and Mayhew were greauy embarrass- 
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ed for want of funds. Speaking on this 
subject, in his last letter but one, Mr. K, 
says: “ With tears of sorrow I sit down 
once more to address you. On reading 
your Jetter addressed to brother Wash- 
burn, 1 immediately resolved to visit the 
agent, and see if any relief could be ob- 
tained from him. Having received an- 
other appoiutment, he was in Alabama, 
about 100 miles distant. IL have just re- 
turned. He had not received any com- 
munications from the war department, 
since I last saw him; but hoped there 
was some money for us at the agency.” 
Mr. Kingsbury’s hopes of money from 
the government were disappointed as the 
new agent had not arrived, and no funds 
were provided. FE ilteen hund:ed dollars 
were due from the government, out of 
the appropriations for the school and 
buildings at Elliot; and nothing had 
been received on account of the buildings 
at Mayhew. 

After observing, that if this pressure 
could have been foreseen, the plan of 
the mission might have been different, 
Mr. K. proceeds ; ** Buc now what shall 
we do? Shall we not pay our debts? 
Shall we not procure provisions for ou.ir 
family ? Just as we were expecting to en- 
ter intothe harvest, shal! we see all the 
hopes, which have been raised respecting 
this nation dashed to the ground ? Shall 
we be compelled to leave these missions, 
and to seek our bread at some other 
place, and in some othe: way? On our 
own account this would be of compara- 
tively little consequence ; but what will 
become of the cause of missions ? What 
will be said of all the zeal, which has 
been manifested of late for the cause of 
missions, and for the universal spread of 
the Redeemer’s kingdom ? 

“By the assistance of God we are 
resolved to do all in our power to keep 
up the missions. If we sink, we hope 
it will be found. that we have not de- 
serted our post, while it could be main- 
tained.” 

Mr. Kingsbury’s last letter to the 
Treasurer is dated slay 145. We se- 
lect the following passages for publica- 
tion :— 


“ Since I last wro'’ to you, we have 


enjoyed the favour oi a Visit irom our 
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dear friend and patron, Dr. Worcester. 
Ale has been with us in much weakness 
of body, but was strong in the faith and 
zealous for the cause of the Redeemer. 
His presence and counsels have greatly 
strengthened and encouraged us, under 
present embarrassments and trials. He 
reached Mayhew on the 23d of April, 
and left us with improved health, on 
the 7th of May, for the Cherokee na- 
tion. He goes accompanied by our most 
fervent prayers, that he may be enabled 
to accomplish all the benevolent objects 
of his mission; and that, in due time, 
he may be returned to the bosom of his 
family and friends, who are looking with 
s« much anxiety for his return. It was 
an occasion of extreme regret, that his 
health would not permit him to visit El- 
liot. Dr. Pride will attend him on his 
journey to the north.” 

“ Dr. Worcester is decidedly of opin- 
ion, that the work must not stop; and 
thai preparation must be made, with as 
much cispatch as is consistent with 
economy, to havea school commenced at 
Neayhew in the fall: at the same time, 
a\ vidiag all expense for labour not abso- 
lutely necessary. 

“ Maj. Pitchlynn, the public interpre- 
ter, to whom I read your letter of 
March 8th, said, with emphasis, the 
work must not stop. Of his own ac- 
cord, he immediately proposed to lend 
me $200 in specie, and to put into my 
hands ten shares of stock in the Missis- 
sippi Bank, worth $1,000 or $1,100 
which he wished me to sell, and make 
use of themoney. He expects us to al- 
low interest, but not to refund the mo- 
ney until we are able; and remarked, 
that if we should be prospered, it would 
all come into our hands for the education 
of his children. When such liberal aid 
is afforded us how can we stop? The 
people here will not hear a word of it; 
and, my dear sir, would notour integrity, 
and ‘that of the Society, be questioned, if 
after, having expended $2,000 of the 
money of the natives, we quit the work, 
or let it remain in statu quo ? 

“Dr. Worcester has advised, that I 
go into Mississippi, as soon as it is 
practicable, and endeavour to collect 
some money, as donations. I shall leave 
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this place for Elliot, on Tuesday next, 
the Lord willing ; and, aS soon as the 
necessary arrangements can be made 
there, shall proceed on the proposed 
tour. In the mean time, I hope you 
will be able to pay three or four smalj 
drafts. 

* T am sensible I shall go out to make 
collections, under great disadvantages. 
I can make no preparations; the hot 
and sickly season is approaching ; the 
people will be removing from the coun- 
try; and every moment of my time 
is required here. But I must do what! 
can. 

‘IT am in a state of anxious sus- 
pense, as to what aid we shall receive 
from the government, having had no 
information on that subject, for a long 
time.” 

4 letter from Elliot, dated April 25th 
contains the disagreeable intelligence, 
that two of the log dwelling houses at 
that estabMshmcnt were consumed by 
fire the preceding night. One was oc- 
cupied by Mr. Jewell’s family, and the 
other by Mr. Wright as a study and 
sleeping room. The fire was communi- 
cated by a candle, taken with them by 


small boys, who slept in the chamber of 


Mr. Wright’s study, and who forgot to 
extinguish it. It was not customary foi 
these children to carry candles in this 
manner ; but Mr. Wright being absent, 
they ventured to do so. By great exer- 
tions the fire was prevented frem de- 
stroying other buildings ; and the great- 
er part of the property in these was pre- 
seived, particularly the mission library. 
‘The loss is estimated at something more 
than $400. As all the houses were 
much crowded before this loss, it will be 
necessary immediately to erect new ones 
in place of those which were burnt ; and 
this will of course derange the agricultur- 
al business of the establishment, to some 
extent at least. Thus one cause of em- 
barrassment is followed by another. 

But we are happy to say, that we 
have an article of pleasing intelligence 
from this mission, which is more than 
sufficient to balance all the adverse oc- 
currences. When Mr. Byington was at 
Elliot, aboutthe middle of April, seve- 
ral of the boys in the school were en- 
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quiring What they should do to be saved. 
This state of mind continued, when 
the last letter was written. The breth- 
ren say; “ The Lord, as we trust, has 
recently appeared by the influences of 
his Holy spirit, and is new calling up 
the attention of some of the dear chil- 
dren of this school to the concerns of 
their precious and immortal souls. The 
Bible and psalm book have become the 
almost constant companions of some 
few; and we would fain hope, that the 
time is not distant, when they will have 
a new song put into their mouth, even 
praise to our God.”

GREAT OSAGE MISSION, 


Letter from Mr. Newton to Mrs. Bald- 
win. Shawneetown, May 0, 13821. 


Dear Mother,—I hasten to inform 
you of an event interesting to you and 
to me. Probably ere this, you have 
received. the account of our distin- 
suished mercies and favours of the last 
Sabbath. I have since written to sister 
Sperry, of the continuance of God’s mer- 
cies and favours until last Wednesday, 
and a very brief account of our trials un- 
til Saturday. i now copy for your peru- 
sal my late journal. Jt your mind is not 
tranquil and composed, lay aside this 
sheet, go to the throne of grace, seek di- 
rection from God, and ask divine sup- 
port. 

Thursday, May 2d. Truly a mel- 
ancholy day. Our trials and afilictions 
now commence. May the Lord prepare 
us for them. Last night and this morn- 
ing, Betsey [Mrs. Newton] is severely 
afflicted with a sere throat, stomach and 
tongue. Early in the morning, she 
thinks she is better. ‘The doctor feeis 
anxious—she complains of her head teel- 
ing light and her face burning with fe- 
ver—the doctor bleeds he:—she soon 
becomes drowsy—thinks for the first 
time that she is dangerous—mentions 
that she is dying, and soon fails asleep. 
After sleeping a proper time, her attend- 
ants strive to awake her—she still sleeps 
—they become alarmed and send tor 
me. On my return, 1 found her appa- 
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rently senseless, I thought I could sce 
the sure signs of immediate death. In 
my own mind I gave her up to the Lord, 
for he had need of her. The doctor ap- 
plied a large blister to the back of her 
neck. In the mean time our infant had 
repeated fits. About !1 o’clock the 
other boat, which was then ahead, fell 
back, and requested us to come along 
side. On coming together we learnt to 
our astonishment, that one of the boat- 
men had failen overboard and was 
drowned. Previous to this day, we had 
naught but distinguished mercies to re- 
cord. Now our trials thickened around 
us; one of our number departed, his soul 
to eternity, his body to the deep waters ; 
—another near and dear to us all, appar- 
ently on ihe verge of eternity :—and an- 
other, our little daughter, wikb symptoms 
of approaching dissolution. About noon, 
B. began to revive, so that she could 
swallow—soon opened her eyes, but af- 
terward informed us she could not see. 
Again, when | came she smiled natural 
ly and pleasantly ;—inquired if she should 
like to have our little daughter baptized ; 
by signs replied in the affirmative: 
We attend to the ordinance, when broth- 
er Pixley pronounced over her the name 
of the Holy Trinity, called her Mary 
Olivia. I now laid down in the next 
room, for 1 needed rest, having attended 
my dear wife, Sabbath, Monday and 
‘Thursday nights at her request, and 
Weduesday night being somewhat dis- 
turbed. [| thursday and Wednesday I 
stayed with her being engaged in writ- 
ing—she appeaced cheerful and happy, 
rejoicing over her daughter and with the 
favourable uews she thought would reach 
you beiore you became anxious. but I 
fear she did not sufficiently regard het 
siivation: fecling strong, 1 fear she in- 
duived herself with food.| After resting 
a while, I heard sister Wooley call sister 
lioweil, and soon heard them engage in 
prayer-—When they ceased praying | 
could scarcely believe myself when I 
heard the voice of my dear B.—I hasten- 
ed tothe cabin and tound her conversing 
in sweet and composed accents of her 
situation, thinking that she was dying. 
She spoke of her joys, her faith in the 
Redeemer, and with the utmost compos- 
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ure and firmness, said, “ the Lord’s will 
be done.” 

She did not regret leaving home, but 
mentioned that she was weak or ignorant 
and unworthy of such service as has been 
appointedto her. f asked her if she had 
any word to send to her Mothers, Broth- 
ers and Sisters—She replied, tell them, 
to prepare to meet their God, and not be 
too much engaged in the things of this 
world. She said im the morning when 
she was yoing to sleep, “she thought 
she was going to sleep in Jesus, but now 
the Lord had granted tuis revival, that 
she might do good in her dying mo- 
ments” —she did not mention her child- 
ren with any apparent anxiety, but com- 
mitted all unto the Lord. As I was 
giving her drink, she said “ Christ had 
vinegar mingled with gall to drink at 
his death.” She requested me to pray 
with her which I did; afterwards she 
requested that Father Dodge would pray 
with her. I asked what she wanted 
Father Dodge to pray for in particular ; 
she answered, “ that her faith might hold 
out.” No clouds or darkness hovered 
around her. ler evidences were the 
most satisfactory to all who saw her, that 
if she departed she would indeed sleep 
in Jesus. 

She inquired who it was that was 
drowned—I told her that it was the boat- 
man who prayed so fervently on Mon 
day niglit; she observed “ he was then 
ripening for Glory, time was come, 
and man could not save him.” 

Friday Ath. Praised and blessed be 
God for his last night’s mercies. Again 
the goodness of God yet overshadows 
us, notwithstanding he has come near in 
removing our infant yet we kave cause to 
rejoice that the Mother is spared :—that 
she has felt such a degree of ease through 
the night,—and that her symptoms are 
better. Between 2 and 3 o’clock our 
infant fell asleep in death, even so ea- 
sy did she drop away, that it was some- 
time before we were convinced that she 
was dead. Last night it was resolved, 
at the request of my dear wife, if she liv- 
ed, to devote this day to fasting and 
prayer. to seek a blessing from God, to 
return him thanks for his many mercies, 
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to humble ourselves on account of on; 
ungratefulness, and to seek the sanctifi- 
cation of our recent tials, to our spiritual 
and eterual good. Inthe morning, when 
it was asceriained that our infaat was 
dead, some of the brothers went to a vyil- 
lage near at hand (Mount Vernon, Indi- 
ana) engaged a coffin, and dug a grave 
in the village grave-yard. 

In the early part of the day, B. seem. 
ed better, medicine operated well ;— 
evening more unwell—rather flighty.— 
Speech broken—2 o’clock, bad a funer- 
al sermon on account of the deaths of the 
drowned man and the infant. Immedi- 
ately after sermon walked in solemn pro- 
cession to the burying ground, and inter- 
ed our infant. When we came back B. 
seemed better, we bave taken great en- 
couragement. 

Saturday 5th. B.is still fading, part 
of the time answers wild, but will geuer- 
ally answer one question at a time cor- 
rectly—wishes to go to her own room— 
does not know where she is—through 
the night after 10 o’clock rested calmly. 
—l asked if she felt God to be near? 
she answered emphatically, 1 know he 
is. Being asked if Jesus was altogetlier 
lovely, the Chief among ten thousand,— 
she answered, yes. Being afterward 
asked how she felt in her mind, if peace- 
tul and calm, she universally answered 
yes. About noon, we stopped at Shaw- 
neetown. Doctor B. called to his assist- 
ance an eminent Physician, who thought 
her cause quite hopeless. He approved 
of the course Dr. B. bad pursued and re- 
commended a removal as the only thing 
that could help her. ‘Therefore as we 
intended to tarry here till Menday, aad 
as the day was fine, we removed her a- 
bout 16 rods on a bed, to a large airy 
commodious room. We could not per- 
ceive that the removal affected her. In 
the evening, our hopes of her recovery 
were faint. In the night she was rational, 
calm and composed, unshaken in her 
faith and happy in the prospect of her 
departure. 

Sabbath 6. Just as the dawn appear- 
ed introducing a day of light to us, the 
spirit of my dear wife quietly deparicd 
as we trust, to commune an eternal day, 
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of light and glory in Christ’s heavenly 
nausions. Without a groan, without a 
tiugele, and without the raising of a 
jager, or the disquieting of a feature on 
ver face, she bid farewell to all subluna- 
ry things, and slept the sleep of death. 
Oh! happy spirit, fled to receive a crown 
of glory. Oh, happy husband, happy 
‘. the assurance of his dear departed 
jartner’s happiness; may I be more like 
yer, may my last end be alike to hers, 
nappy. The funeral was atiended this 
jiernoon, When an unusual number from 
‘he town were collected to hear the 
fyneral sermon, to pay the last tribute of 
respect due to the mortal remains of my 
Dear B. and to shed tears in view of this 
aflecting Providence. 

Monday 7th. Some of the brothers 
we engaged in erecting railing round the 
rave of my departed wife. 
~ Now dear mother, let Christ give you 
ronsolation. I am not disconsolate.— 
ilard indeed was it to sunder these ten- 
er ties; but we must give up all for 
Christ. Christ had need of ber. There 
vas a place for her to fill among the 
spirits of the redeemed. Her life has 
heen short—but long enough to answer 
life’s great end——May you, may all your 
surviving Children lay this event proper- 
ly to heart, and attend to her dying 
words. My heart feels disposed to 
write much, but | must forbear uatil a 
ture opportanity. 

B. was not heard to groan a complaint, 
during her sickness. She took medicine 
with the utmost patience. She had the 
most unremitted attention showed her, 
for she was a dear sister in our family. 
Notwithstanding I had not for several 
bights had off my clothes to rest, yet my 
health is good, and the chil@ren are also 
well. They will not wantgI] trust, for 


attention—for already they are endeared - 


inthe breasts of many. Soon we start 
on our way. My spirits are good,—be- 
lieving God has intended good by this 


chastening event. Perhaps my idol has 


gone, that God may have my heart more

The General Association desire deep- 
ly to feel and to urge upon their brethren 
the consideration, that the kingdom ot 
the Redeemer is a kingdom of means. 
Whenever he appears in glory to build 
up Zion, he presents a new claim on his 
disciples to increase their efforts in his 
cause. While enough has been achiev- 
ed within a few years. to inspire every 
pious heart with courage and gratitude, 
the weighty enterprise of couverting the 
world is only begun. Faith more fer-’ 
vent and active sacrifices more exten- 
sive, efforts more united and unremitted, 
than we have hitherto witnessed are ne- 
cessary to carry it forward. ‘To replenish 
ihe extausted funds of our great charita- 
ble societies, and to extend their opera- 
tious, demand resources far more ample 
than have been furnished by the benevo- 
lent contributions of past years. With 
these views,the General Association take 
the liberty to urge upon their brethren 
the following measures, viz. 

First, That every Church, in a spe- 
cial meeting for the purpose, after sol- 
eimn prayer to God, and due delibera- 
tion, do explicitly recognize its obliga- 
tions to act as a reguiar, permanent Cha- 
ritable Society. 

Secondly, That the pastor, or when 
the church is vacant, some one whom 
they shall designate, enter, in a regular 
list, the name of each one who is dispo- 
sed thus to contribute with the sum to be 
contributed at each monthly concert and 
each sacramental occasion, till the name 
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is withdrawn by the contributor, it being 
understood that such person is at liberty 
to exceed, though not to fall short of the 
stipulated sum. 

Thirdly. That once in each year the 
church hold its annual meeting as a Cha- 
ritable Society ; when they shall review 
the great charitable objects of the day, 
and after seeking divine direction, de- 
termine to what object or objects their 
charities for the ensuing year shall be 
applied. 

Fourthly. That this systematic mode 
of collecting small sums at stated sea- 
sons frequently recurring, be understood 
as intended not to supersede any chari- 
table associations already formed, or any 
method of procuring larger contributions 
from societies or individuals ; but asa 
source of income in addition to those al- 
ready in operation. 

Fifthly That the Board of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions, and the 
Board of Directors of the American Ed- 
ucation Society be requested to adopt 
such measures as they may judge best 
to lay the foregoing plan before the min- 
Ssters and churches for their adopticn.

ture’s darkness into God’s marvellous 
light But the gracious work did ne 
stop here—God had greater blessings in 
store for us—the shower of Divine grac: 
continued ever us——vld things seemed ts 
pass away, and all things became nes, 
our churches have become more awaken- 
ed and feel more zeal for the cause oi 
Christ. We have reason to say thet 
God is:doing great things for us in ths 
gracious out-pouring of his [oly Spi 
upon his people. 

Last Sabbath was our communion da} 
and it is delightiul to see the church s0 
crowded that many could not sind seats: 
and to see the broad isle filled with youn: 
and old, black and white, who have con« 
out from the world to confess their sins 
before men. That heavenly compan) 
contaied one hundred and twenty-sis. 
which makes an accession to our chures 
of two hundred and forty-nine since last 
winter, and we trust the gracious wot» 
is not vet-finished.

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The clothing and food of the scholars are in- 
tended to be no more than decent and com- 
fortable. All articles necessary to comfort 
and health are wanted ; will be duly acknow- 
ledzed when sent, and be used with sirict eco- 
nomy Excepting stockings and socks, no 
one article has been sufficiently received ; and 
even these have been turned to good account 
in exchange. 

There are 32 scholars at present, and it is 
expected that more will be soon received — 
They, with the tamily, with whom they board, 
form a number of more than 40, and require 
auuually at least 400 bushels of grain, and a 
proportionable quantity of meat. Garden ve- 
getables are sufficiently raised by the labour of 
the scholars. There is now a great want of 
hnnen and cotton clothing suitable for the 
warn season ; and could it be svon sent, it 
would be very acceptable 

Mr. Reuben Fox of Cornwall, a wealthy far- 
mer, and a generous benefactor to the school, 
has given 7 or 8acres of goud tillage land, which 
with 1 1-2 or 2 acres more, lying adjacent, 
given by Mrs. Dil ble, are to be cultivated tor 
the present year for the institution,by the peo- 
dle of South Cornwall. For this purpose 14 
yoke of oxen were bronghi in to break up the 
ground and betore the labour commenced, 
a prayer was putup in the field, to implore the 
blessing of heaven upon the enterprise. The
